Accompanied by Mr. John Dando, 
as a prof eBslonal;^iUc,^fow« team 
of two menTMShrv^ii'be'ehtered in 
the tournament It is expected that 
two co-ed teams will also attend 
the weekend session. 

This invitation will be the first 
of ita kind in tbe«nnals of McGill's 
debating history and our taams will 
be the sole Canadian representa- 
tives. Proceedings start at 2 p.m. 
Friday, February 28, in Burlington, 
Vt., and continue with a very heavy 
schedule for Saturday, March 1, 
when debaters will begin their day 
at 0.30 a.m. and finish 9.30 Saturday 
night. Each university, along with 
its eight-man representation, will 
also send a professional critic, some 
member of that university's faculty. 

The resolution in question will be 
the same resolution on which the 
team from Harvard University was 
defeated by McGllI, November 8, 
namely: "Resolved that labor should 
have a direct share in the manage- 
ment of industry". Using the same 
resolution, each team will debate 
against different univenlties during 
the one and a half day session and 
may be called upon to support their 
side of the resolution as much as 
ten times that weekend.

Professor Mallory, who 
was the Speaker at the first session 
last term, will again perform those 
duties this Wednesday. 

PURPOSE or BILL 
The aim of the bill, according to 
the Progressive Conservative 
spokesmen, is to restore to parlia- 
ment certain rlghta surrendered 
during the wartime period and in 
particular those concerned with 
the ability of the government to 
appoint an unlimited number of 
crown companies and the grant- 
ing of money before It has been 
appropriated by Parliament. These 
measures, they declare. If not cor- 
rected, will constitute a threat to 
free political institutions in Can- 
ada. 

COMMONS DEBATE 
The resolution has been based 
on the five-day debate in the 
House of Commons last June, 
which ended with a standing vote 
of the House on a motion similar 
to that being presented to the 
Model Parliament. '

Despite claims which have been 
made . of all-embracing cures for 
cancer, medical' documents show 
that knowledge on the subject is 
still far from complete. Science, 
however. Is working at great speed 
toward understanding control and 
ciure of the dread disease.

London: France and Great Brit- 
ain have Just concluded an. alliance 
for defence. The announcement 
from the British Foreign Office 
stated that the. pact was concluded 
in view of the fact that Germany 
had attacked both nations twice In 
25 years. The treaty followed a 
conference of Premier Blum of 
France, and .Prime Minister Attlee 
and Foreign Secretary Bevin of 
Britain. 

Ottawa: It Is thought at the na- 
tion's capital that the government 
will make some attempts to econo- 
mize the funds of the country's 
budget. Contributing to the cuta in 
expenditures will be the much 
smaller layout required by such de- 
partments as Defence, Reconstruc- 
tion,, and D.VJV.

Tlie recent action of tlie executive of tli6 
band in resigning due to tlie lack of cooperation 
from the other members of the band and the 
student body in general has indicated a sad state 
of affaira indeed. It has long been the belief 
that the band constitutes one of the foremost 
actiiities on the campus and one which is de- 
serving of a good deal of respect. That .this 
has not been true of McGill is one of the reasons 
for apathy on the part of campus musicians and 
has precipitated the drastic action of the execu- 
tive. , ," ■ 

The lalter body are deserving of sympatliy. 
Since their election into office they have labor- 
ed hard to improve the state of the band, have 
used more initiative than has been seen in some 
time in connection with that particular organiza* 
tion — and now, their efforts have gone to 
naught. 

Just what is the matter with our band? It 
appears first of all to havè been treated with 
little seriousness by students and has long suf- 
fered from a deficiency in manpower. The 
former fault has not been true of the execu- 
tive of the student body," for earlier this season 
the Stiidenlfi Executive Council saw fit to allot 
$1,000 for new and better band instruments. 
This in itself has brought few results. A cam- 
paign to get more members, run shortly after, 
brought only a few names despite the great 
numbers of men on the campus with orchestra 

: and other musical experience. 

There had been, some complaint in previous 
years that the band would remain second-rate 
as long as second-rate loaders' were used. To 
surmount this obstacle, the Council, realising 
(ull well the importance of a top-flight, well- 
manned band with the revival of intercollegiate 
competition^ went out and hired one of the 

' best band-leaders in the vicinity in Sergeant- 
major Black of Hhe JI.D. 4 band. Black, in 
the short space of one month turned out a 
greatly-improved edition of the McGill band 

. for the football games putting several hours 
per %veek of practice and teaching the funda- 

..meptals of band music to an interested few. 

: Even this was unappreciated by the student 
musicians, who stopped going to practices after 

• the^football trips, had been enjoyed at the ex- 
pense'of the'student body through Council funds. 

Now, the situation has been brought to a 
head. A hard-working executive has become 
fed-up and has placed the burden squarely on 
the student body. The Council will try in 
some way to reorganize the group, but the 

; efforts will be unavailing unless the rest of the 
students, mainly those with music experience, 

' can be depended on for support. The problem 
remains in'the'hainds of the student body — 
does it or does it not want a band to represent 
it a various functions, to provide and to lead 
campus spirit? This is nn excellent topic to 
discuss nt the Students Society meeting pcxt 

. Tlnirsfjay. Perhaps after surli i\ mceline, the 
difficulties will be resolved. But resolved soon 
they had better be, for if we lose the band, 
it will be some time before the links can be 

, brought together — and meanwhile the loss 

. will be to all of us.A.K..

Our respect ^ior^experls is almost unbounded, 
but even this credulity Is stretched when we reaj 
of an expert testifying on sedition. As It happens, 
we are seditionists by avocation ourseif, and so fully 
appreciate the difficulty of the subject matter. It is 
our amateur opinion that there is no one who quali- 
fies as an expert in the field. It is only necessary 
to go over the literature of sedition to see what little 
unanimity Is to be found. Sedition, one might almost 
say, is in a state of anarchy. ■ 

Before proceeding, however, It is deslralile to 
define the term. The earliest use ot "sedition" was 
as a synonym for violent parly strife, generally ac- 
companied by rioting. This definition is now obsolete 
and does not concern us. Next, the term was used 
to describe a concerted movefttent against the estab- 
lished authorities, and Included rebellion and mutiny. 
Its m6st 'comn}on use la to describe conduct or lan- 
guage inciting to rebellion against the constituted 
authority o( the state. These latter are the meanings 
with which we are concerned. 

Locke, in his book 'Toleration", remarked that, 
"there is one thing only which gatliers people Into 
Seditious Commotions, and that is Oppression." But 
if this view Is true, it seems that the converse also 
holds. At least the American people considered the 
"Allen- and Sedition Acts" of President Adama a 
form of oppression, and Adams' solicitude for the 
safety of sovereign authority was rewarded by the 
defeat of his Federalist Party in the next election. 
Thomas Jefferson, the victor in this contest, Is the 
man who held that "a little rebellion, now and then, 
Is a good thing." , . 

The "History of Criminal Law", by Stephen, con- 
tains 'an encouraging note when it says: "As for 
sédition Itself, I do not think that any such offence 
is known to English Law". Nevertheless, it was 
known to Chamberlain, who had occasion to observe 
that "Loyalty in the House of Commons — Irish 
loyalty — Is represented only by seventeen votes, 
and sedition, on the contrary, enjoys a majority of 
elghtyrsix votes". Chamberlain probably considered 
this an tmfortunate condiUon for Conunons, but he 
would not find himself unopposed in this opinion. 
Most amateur seditionists would hold with Words- 
worth Dehnisthorpe, who wrote in 1870: 

"It is wicked to break the laws, we are toldMt 
la very wrong to disobey thé authorities. Why? 
What drivelling impertlnance is this? Your very 
House of Commons was born In sedition. Your glori- 
ous Magna Carta was illegally freed from the sup- 
reme authority. What of Hampdèn, who dared to 
refuse the ship-money' demanded by God's anointed? 
What of the "Mayflower"? ... if brave mèn had 
npt resisted authority even to the blazing faggots, 
the black pall of superstition would still lie on the 
face of this land as.it lies on the face of Spain".

Mr. John Nash introduced Mr. 
Corwin as ihf winner of the Wen- 
dell WlUkle Foundation Award, 
and spoke of his achlovements in 
rcvolutonizlng radio technique. 

"I feel soiAewhat like a goldfish 
on exhibition :.when standing before 
any group even remotely associated 
with education, because I, was not 
bright enough to gain entrance to 
any repiitable College," Mr. Corwin 
commenced. 

He failed to- gain admission to 
Harvard University, so worked 
through a university in Massa- 
chusetts— "the hard and unscienti- 
fic way of getting an education." 
"I am glad to see that you are not 
particularly • tradition-ridden. You 
have a fresh, new, pioneering atti- 
tude, uncluttered by tradition. 
There has been a long educational 
tradition of respect for antiquity." 

Boferrlng to the older generation, 
the speàkër^satd:' ,",We have little 
to learlK ira njitiiem in Jhelr hand- 
ling 'ofl'Jiiunan affairs, war and 
peace. I don't think they have par- 
ticularly distinguished themselves. 
They cannot give us much aulst- 
ance In the 'ultra-urgent task of 
making a better world."" ■ 
. Mr. Corvin thought that we 
should j study Steinbeck and Hem- 
mingway before Dickens and Ibsen 
and Chekov, along with Shakes- 
peare, He had no time for-tlic kind 



of tradition that forbids paintings 
to be hung in the National Art Gal- 
lery, Washington, until 50 years 
after the death of the painter. "I 
don't care what anyone thinks of 
my work 50 years hence. My acUvc 
interest will cease immediately 1 
die. ■ 1 •, "k _ /-yi ■•■ 

"My theory of art,' ôt'c'rèatlve en- 
deavour, gives the highest promi- 
nence to the element of interest, en 
thuilasm and fun. 
, "I am a craftsman in a medium 
which is new. It lias not acquired 
a crust of tradition.'

"1 have only one recommenda 
tlon to . make to ' the student— to 
maintain at all times an open mind 
and a curiosity." - .

Danny Porteous is playing 
with the Valleyficld Braves, John Pelrson, after a brief N.H.L. fling 
is now with the Hershey "Bears", while Jimmy O'Connor and Sin- 
clair are on the inactive list, with the Hale boys as the only ones 
left who are "doing or dicing for alma mamniy." ' 

And don't think that Sinclair's departure, won't make a big dif- 
ference on the club, despite the fact that Cy Beigler will be more ° 
than just an adequate replacement. Reg was one of the most rugged 
boys on the outfit and whenever he mixed it up In the corners it was 
rarely Sinclair who suffered.

Reg Is acçlalmcd tar and wide by his puck chasing pals as the 
boy who knows more tricks about the trade than the lads who make 
up the rule books.

Thompson well remembers the first time he tried to check 
Sinclair as Reggie bore down on the blue-line. The next thing Babe
